A WOMAN'S EXPEBISNCB. 

What a Lady of Great Prominence

Enforcing the Eulos. 

From the Nashville World we 
learn how impudent colored passen- 
gers are treated on the St. Louis aud 
Southeastern Kailroad. A few days 
ago the morning passenger train on 
that road was boarded at Henderson 
by a young colored woman who held 
a first-class passage. One of the 
train men told the woman when she 
boarded the train that the forward 
coach was the one for colored people, 
but she replied that she could read 
aud write and had studied grammar 
and history and that alio knew as 
much about the laws of tho laud as he 
did. She said she had a first-class 
ticket aud would accept none other 
than first-class passage. The tralu 
men, without any further objection 
admitted Ltr to the ladies' coach, 
where she seated herself. At Earl- 
ington the train was boarded by two 
well-dressed colored men, who 
held tickets for first-class passage. 
They also were iiermitted to take 
seats in the ladies' coach. When the 
train reached Crofton three or four 
young white men got ou. Shortly 
after they entered the car they no- 
ticed the colored folks sitting a lew 
seats distant. One of the young men 
went to one of the train men and re- 
quested that the colored folks bo 
made to go into tho car which was 
appropriated for their use. The 
train man replied that he was pow- 
erless to do anything, as the rules of 
the company were such that all per- 
sons holding flrst-class tickets must 
be accorded what their tickets called 
for. Upon rcceiviug this informa- 
tion the young man returned to 
his friends, and after a short consul- 
tation they all arose and repaired to 
where the colored trio were seated, 
aud requested them to vacate the car, 
but they strenuously objected, and 
positively refused to move. 

But the young men were deter- 
mined they should go, so seizing 
hold of the two colored men they 
kickod them out of the ladies' coach 
and made them go to the car allotted 
to colored people. The colored wom- 
an, seeing how things wore progr»s"- 
ing, got up and followed the men 
into tha next car, where she stayed 
until she completed her journey. 
But tho colored men were so offend- 
ed that they got off at Kelly's Sta- 
tion which was the nrst stop the 



WASHINGTON LETTER. 

Washington, D. C. Mar. 17, 1883 

Statesmen have been taking their 
flight from Washington every day 
since Congress adjourned ' until now 
few are left. Many of the departed 
arc gentlemen of great weight, but as 
President Lincoln once remarked 
concerning a delegation of heavy men 
from a certain metropolis who called 
on him, "tho district does not tip up 
as they move away." Some of them 
will be back in the fall, but more will 
conclude that private interests de- 
mand until i. -i 1 attention in their 
townships. As usual the closing 
scenes of the Congressional session, 
so far as the house was concerned, 
were unpt-oarious and noisy. The 
proverbial willingness of the house 
to be amused was amply illustrated 
by the peals of laughter that greeted 
even the feeblest attempts at wit and 
humor. The autagonlsm to the 
whisky bill and a resolution to ad- 
mit a colored man to a seat to which 
he laid claim afforded Infinite amuse- 
ment to the house of representatives, 
loud guffaws greeting the frequent 
sallies of alleged wit which the dead- 
lock provoked. In the midst of this 
wild legislative orgie, was brought 
the news of Alexander H. Stephen's 
death, aud the customary resolution! 
honoring his memory. Then there 
was more laughter and jocoseness, 
and the platitudes of Speaker Keifer 
fell like lead upon the over stimula- 
ted hilarity of tho occasion. The 
senate, more deliberative, dignified 
and sedate in manner, adjourned de- 
corously and without confusion. The 
demise of Congress is no great sight. 
It is witnessed once in every two 
years. Nevertheless, this event, as 
often before, was an occasion for the 
thronging of the capitol by a vast 
multitude of Washington people who 
devoured with greedy ears and eyes 
everything that was said and done. 
One of the happiest thoughts in con- 
nection with the departure of Con- 
gress is that the country ia rid of 
Keifer, the instrument placed in the 
speaker's chair through a corrupt 
bargain between Robeson, Don Cam- 
eron and the administration. It will 
be a long time before another of his 
coarse and contemptible qualities oc- 
cupies the position he has disgraced. 

During the Congress whose exist- 
ence has just now terminated, 10,070 
bills and Joint resolutions have been 
introduced, of which 8,018 originated 
in the house and 2,652 in tho senate 
It is hardly necessary to say that a 
large majority of theso measures 
have fallen stillborn. The greater 
proportion of them remain with the 
committees to which they were res- 
pectively referred. Of the bills re- 
ported to the two houses of Congress, 
the larger part remained on tho cal- 
endars when the session euied. 
These are dead beyond resurrection. 
Duriug the session just now conclu- 
ded 1,189 bills aud joint resolutions 
were introduced ; and it may give 
the casual observer some notion of 
the proportion which schemos of law 
bear to accomplished legislation to 
learn that only 103 of this number 
passed both houses aud received the 
signature of the President. A great 
many important bills have failed, be- 
ing left in various stages of comple- 
tion. Among these are the Freucb 
spoliation claims bill ; the bill to lim- 
it the coinage of the silver dollar ; de- 
claring forfeited certain railroad 
land grains; the bankruptcy bill; 
the Nicaragua canal bill ; the whis- 
key bonded warehouse bill: the 
••Dingle) " shipping bill; the river 
and harbor appropriation ; the bill to 
place Gen. Grant on the retired list ; 
and the bill providing for the per- 
formance of the Presidential duties 
in case of the vacancy of the offices 
of President and Vice-President of 
the United States. This is a formi- 
dable but very incomplete list. 

Of all tho legislative bodies in the 
world the United States senate is the 
most exacting of iu members as to 
their deportment Iu sUndard of 
dignity is of the very highest, and 
the senator who fails to maintain it 
is, unless ho U too thick-skinned to 
feel anything, made to feel his uu- 
worthiness ; but he who is guilty of 
au infract ion of that dignity com- 
mits tho unpardonable sin aud 
shrivels beneath scorching contempt. 
A certain western senator, whose 
greatness was achieved, it is alleged, 
by a liberal expenditure of tho fruit 
of silver mines, has failed utterly in 
all that senatorial etiquette exacted 
of him. His new dignity fitted him 
as loosely as a $250 night shirt would a 
walking cane. He carried his free 
and easy border airs Into that cham- 
ber sacred to dignity and deportment 
and, unfortunately for him, his term 
of service was too short for him to 
learn lessons of scuatorial conduct. 
At the last night session before ad- 
journment ho shocked the senate by 
going from desk to desk and request- 
ing his brother senators to enter 
their signatures in an autograph al- 
bum. This is a duty that the sena- 
tor who appreciates his elevated po- 
sition intrusts to a page. He would 
never profane his high office by ma- 
king such an undignified spectacle 
of himself. But the new senator 
seemed bent upon trampling upon 
senatorial decorum. His wife, a 
bride of a few hours, occupied a seat 
in one of the galleries, aud this sena- 
tor, in the pride of possession, 
thought there was nothing improp- 
trio ,at«tt. ir.Vi V,V' , ,»». 
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ators, and inviting their attention to 
her superior beauty and elegance of 
apparel. Had he done this quietly 
and in a sort of a casual way, the ex- 
uberance of his joy might partially 
have excused him in senatorial eyes ; 
but he pointed out the beautiful 
wife with ostentation and a degree 
offamiliarity that the senate could 
never pardon. This wild man of the 
west is no longer a seuator. His 
term expired with the session, and 
his brother senators chaffingly ad- 
vised him to write a book entitled, 
"Thirty Days in the U. S. Senate." 

His name is Tabor and he says he 
will build a flue house here and spend 
his winters in Washington during 
the rest of his life.

western portions of the county, ha> 
vanished, and they arc now lookint 
for some practical plan that will give 
them an outlet for their produce. 
The subtle humbug— that of building 
a railroad from Clarksville through 
Christian, Trigg and other counties 
of Kentucky— has collapsed and a few 
of its advocates forming a forlorn 
hope, affecting to be undaunted by 
failure are now doing the wind work 
for a railroad from Clarksville to 
Wallouia. This we regard as the 
joke of the season, and such flimsy 
schemes may paralyze to some extent, 
as they are intended, our efforts to 
build free turnpike roads in Christian 
"ounty, but the universal sentiment 
among our people is that something 
must be done, and wo believe it to be 
foregone conclusion that when the 
free turnpike Bill is presented to the 
people, the tax will be voted. It may 
not be advisable to Bubmit the ques- 
tion until next winter, but the rest- 
less disposition of those who live in 
neighborhoods most distant, and least 
accessible to the railroad indicate 
lcarly that some action must be 
takcu. The western portion of Chris- 
tian stands almost as a unit for the 
tax, and so determined are they, that 
a sufficient bonus has been subscribed 
and the Cadiz road, to Summers^ 
lane partly under contract, and the 
grading actually begun. A commit- 
tee appoiuted by a meeting of the cit- 
izens of west Christian at McGehec's 
store on last Saturday, will canvass 
for means to extend the road to the 
Trigg county line and it is confident- 
ly expected that a bonus will be 
raised that will induce a stock com- 
pany to build the road. 

The people of eastern Trigg and 
western Christian are fully sensible 
of the importance of this road, and 
Hopkinsville should, and doubtless 
will strike with all her might Will 
we appreciate the mighty volume ol 
business that will flow into our city 
from Trigg county? The merchaut, 
the mechanic, the property-holder, 
and in fact every one who has an in- 
terest in the community, or along the 
line of the road, will see at once the 
importance of prompt action.

TEE SMALLPOX. 

The third weok'. report iu regard 
to the smallpox, .how. two new 
cases and two deaths. The negro 
boy Charley Edward, who came In on 
the train from Henderson March 9th, 
died on tbo night of the 17th. He was 
taken outside of the city limits, to a 
vacant house beyond tho fair grounds 
and It will bo remembered that the 
house was burned down a uight or 
two afterwards while hi. guard John 
Uoalc. was asleep and that Edwards 
was gotten out just as the roof fell in. 
Ho waa put iu another cabin near by 
and Peter Simpson, a competent nurse, 
put with him, but he continued to 
grow worse until Saturday night 
when he died. This was the second 
death, both cases being imported from 
Evausville. The house where Ed- 
ward, died Is outside of the city and 
is now used as a pest house. It wa. 
to be hoped that there would be no 
other case, to report, but a case was 
developed in the city last Saturday 
morning, being the first local case. 
It will be remembered that the boy 
Lee Stoner, who wa. the first to die 
with the disease, was taken to the cab 
In of his mother on Stite's Hill where 
he died a week later. 

There were a number of persons iu 
the cabin at the time. All but two 
women and three or four children got 
out at once. Of those who remained, 
only one, a woman named Amauda 
Stoner, tho mother of the boy who 
first died, was not vaccinated. She 
pcrsLtontly refused, although she 
staid with her son till he died on the 
8lh ln.t. Ou the night of the 16th 
she took the disease aud grew rapidly 
worse till yesterday moruing, the 
Wth, when she died. This wa. the 
first local case aud was in the 
house on Stites' Hill, where tho first 
caso was. Thi. then makes a total 
of three deaths so far — Lee Stoner 
imported ca»e, the 8th; Chas. Ed- 
wards, Imported, the 16th ; Amanda 
Stoner, local, the 19th.
